Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  to  you  my  Eighth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  General  Sanitary  condition 
of  your  District,  being  that  for  the  year  1907.  I am  plea.sed 
to  state  that  the  death-rate  and  birth-rate,  although  not  so 
good  as  those  for  the  previous  year,  are  better  than  the 
average  for  the  previous  ten  years,  and  that  in  other  respects, 
chiefly  with  regard  to  the  notifiable  Infectious  Diseases,  the 
Report  is  more  satisfactory  than  its  predecessor. 

Area  and  Population. 

The  area  of  the  District  in  acres  is  3500,  and  the  popula- 
tion at  the  Census  of  1901  was  7527,  showing  an  increase 
of  1256  for  the  ten  years  1891  to  1901,  but  this  rate  of  increase 
has  been  more  than  doubled  in  the  last  few  years,  and  by 
adding  300  to  last  year’s  estimate  I do  not  think  the  figures 
are  over  estimated.  This  addition  brings  the  total  of  those 
belonging  to  the  District  to  10,300  to  the  middle  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  patients  in  the  Public  Institutions  within 
the  District,  on  July  1st,  was  497,  and,  when  added,  makes 
the  total  10,797  on  which  the  rate  in  column  8,  Table  I,  of 
those  supplied  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  is  calculated. 

The  natural  increase,  or  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
was  116. 

VITAL  STATISTICS.-#*/^*. 

During  the  year  243  births  have  been  registered  (137  boys 
and  106  girls),  showing  a decrease  of  11  on  that  for  the 
previous  year,  and  being  equal  to  a rate  of  23’59  per  1000  of 
the  population  (excluding  the  Public  Institutions.)  This, 
although  lower  than  last  year,  is  above  the  average  for  the  ten 
years  1897-1907,  and  also  higher  than  the  average  for  all  the 
Urban  Districts  of  South  Devon. 
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The  highest  Monthly  return  was  35  in  August  and  the 
lowest  14  in  July. 

Although  there  is  usually  a preponderance  of  male  over 
female  births,  the  difference  this  year  is  very  marked.  It  may 
also  be  of  interest  to  note  that  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  to 
legitimate  births  has  dropped  from  4*08  in  1906  to  1*64.

The  Notification  of  Births’  Act  has  not  yet  been  adopted 

by  the  Council. 

Deaths . 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  District  was 
166,  giving  a death-rate  of  15*37,  but  from  these  we  must 
deduct  49  of  persons  not  belonging  to  the  District,  and  dying 
in  Public  Institutions,  and  add  10  that  occurred  beyond  the 
District.  The  Public  Institutions  taken  into  account  within 
the  District  are  the  Exeter  City  Asylum  and  Wonford  House 
Asylum,  and  those  outside  are  the  Royal  Devon  and  Exeter 
Hospital,  the  St.  Thomas  Union  Workhouse,  and  the  Devon 
County  Asylum. 

Making  these  corrections  there  remain  127  belonging  to 
the  District,  giving  a death-rate  of  12-33  Per  1000,  which  is 
slightly  lower  than  the  average  for  previous  years. 

The  lowest  monthly  return  was  5 in  November,  and  the 
highest  16  in  February.

Infant  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age 
was  23,  which  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  94*6  per  1000  births 
registered.  This  is  a great  improvement  on  that  for  the 
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previous  year  (129*4)  and  is  also  lower  than  the  average  for 
the  past  ten  years.

The  causes  of  death  were  Diarrhceal,  Diseases  4,  Wasting 
Diseases  4,  Whooping  Cough  1,  Measles  3.  Bronchitis  2, 
Pneumonia  2,  Convulsions  4,  and  other  causes  3. 

Zymotic  Death-Rate. 

Twelve  deaths  from  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases 
were  registered,  as  compared  with  13  in  1906,  giving  a rate  of 
1*16  per  1000  of  the  population. 

Causes  of,  and  Ages,  at  Death. 


This  table  also  shews  the  total  number  of  deaths  at  each 
age  period,  and  the  corresponding  per-centage  of  total  deaths 
belonging  .to  the  District. 
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The  percentage  of  deaths  among  persons  over  65  years  of 
age  was  much  higher  than  that  in  1906,  and  at  the  other 
extreme  of  life  it  was  much  lower,  19*1  against  28-5. 

In  one  case  the  cause  of  death  was  not  certified.  There 
were  9 sudden  deaths,  and  on  each  case  an  Inquest  was  held. 

The  Mortuary,  recently  provided  by  the  Council,  is 
conveniently  situated  and  nicely  constructed  ; that  it  was  much 
needed  is  evident  from  the  number  of  times  it  has  already  been 
used.

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

When  one  considers  the  increase  that  has  taken  place  in 
the  population,  it  is  extremely  gratifying  to  know  that  there 
was  no  corresponding  rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases.  There  were  no  cases  of  Small  Pox,  Membranous- 
Croup,  Typhus  Fever  or  continued  Fever  notified  during  the 
year. 

Diphtheria. 

There  were  two  cases  of  this  disease  notified  and  neither 
proved  fatal.  In  one  case  the  diagnosis  was  confirmed  by 
bacteriological  examination,  and  another  suspected  case  was 
similarly  examined  but  not  confirmed.  As  may  be  seen  from 
the  following  table,  only  4 cases  of  Diphtheria  have  been 
notified  during  the  past  four  years,  although  the  population 
has  increased  by  over  2000  in  that  period.

Erysipelas. 

In  this  disease  there  has  been  a marked  decline  in  the 
number  of  cases  in  the  past  four  years,  the  annual  numbers 
having  been  8,  5,  4 and  2 respectively. 

Scarlatina. 

There  were  15  cases  notified  (as  compared  with  19  in  1906) 
with  no  fatality.  This  is  the  lowest  number  recorded  in  one 
year  since  1900.  The  localities  most  affected  were  the  Polsloe 
Park  Estate  (5)  the  Port  View  Estate  (4)  and  the  Priory 
Estate  (2.)  Three  occurred  in  one  house  and  the  remainder  were 
single  cases.  The  average  age  was  17,  which  is  much  greater 
than  usual,  and  due  to  the  fact  that  two  adults  were  attacked. 
Ten  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital.

Although  the  number  of  cases  notified  is  larger  than  that 
for  1906  or  1905,  the  actual  number  contracted  in  the  District  is 
the  same.  On  inquiry  I found  that  one  person  was  suffering 
from  the  disease  when  he  came  into  the  District,  and  one  of  the 
others  had  quite  recovered  in  less  than  a fortnight  ; the 
remaining  case  occurred  in  one  of  the  new  houses  and  no 
cause  could  be  discovered. 

If  we  deduct  doubtful  cases  and  those  contracted  outside 
the  District,  there  have  been  only  two  cases  during  the  past 
three  years  and  no  death,  showing  that  the  District  has  been 
practically  free  from  this  disease  since  1904.

Puerperal  Fever. 

One  case  was  notified  during  the  year  and  ended  fatally. 
One  other  death  occurred  during  the  puerperium  and  was 
certified  as  due  to  Acute  Phlebitis  and  Pulmonary  Embolism. 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

Measles. 

This  disease  was  very  prevalent  in  June,  July  and  August, 
but  as  it  has  not  been  made  notifiable,  I cannot  give  the 
total  number  of  cases  or  say  with  certainty  what  part  of 
the  District  was  first  affected.  The  first  recorded  case  occurred 
early  in  May  ; during  that  month  there  were  very  few  school 
children  attacked,  but  toward  the  latter  part  o,f  June  there  was 
a very  wide-spread  epidemic  that  reached  its  height  about  the 
middle  of  July,  then  gradually  died  down  and  disappeared 
about  the  end  of  September.  The  Polsloe  Park  Estate  was 
the  first  to  be  severely  affected  and  South  Wonford  the  last, 
the  wave  apparently  spreading  from  North  to  South. 
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As  far  as  I could  ascertain  the  first  case  occurred  in  the 
village  of  Whipton  but,  curiously  enough,  there  was  none  of 
the  Whipton  School  children  attacked,  (and  this  fact  leads  me 
to  remark,  as  in  a previous  Annual  Report,  on  the  con- 
tinued immunity  of  this  locality  from  all  the  Notifiable 
Infectious  Diseases).  Previous  to  any  case  having  occurred 
among  Heavitree  School  children,  Measles  was,  lam  informed, 
rife  in  Exeter,  and  there  cannot  be  the  least  doubt  but  that  it 
spread  out  from  the  City,  it  is,  however,  a matter  of  surprise 
that  it  took  several  weeks  to  do  so,  seeing  that  scores  of 
Heavitree  children  were  at  that  time  attending  Exeter  Schools. 
There  were  7 deaths,  all  due  to  complications,  chiefly 
Pneumonia,  Pulmonary  complications  render  this  one  of  the 
most  dangerous  of  the  diseases  of  children,  yet  some  mothers 
treat  it  very  lightly  and  do  not  keep  their  children  in  bed,  or 
even  indoors,  while  the  fever  lasts. 

With  regard  to  the  method  adopted  of  preventing  the 
spread  of  Measles,  as  no  isolation  of  the  patient  could  be 
properly  carried  out  in  small  cottages,  no  child  from  an  infected 
house  was  allowed  to  attend  School,  and  as  the  cases  continued 
to  increase,  the  Schools  were  closed  on  July  19th. 

Whooping  Cough. 

This  disease  was  prevalent  in  November  and  December. 
One  case  ended  fatally. 

Diarrhceal  Diseases. 

These  were  not  nearly  so  much  in  evidence  as  in  the 
previous  year,  and  only  four  deaths  were  registered  (against 
12  in  1906.) 

Influenza. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  mortality  from  this 
disease  over  that  for  1906  (5  against  4.) 

Phthisis. 

Unlike  the  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  this  disease  has 
a worse  record  than  for  the  year  before,  but  the  death-rate  is 
lower  than  the  average  for  previous  years.  Appended  is  a 
table  giving  the  figures  for  each  year  since  1896.

Cancer. 

There  was  also  an  increase  in  the  mortality  from  this 
disease,  the  actual  number  having  been  11,  and  of  these  9 were 
females. 

Total  number  of  cases  in  eleven  years  83  (32  males  and 
and  51  females.)  Per-centage  of  deaths  to  total  number  of 
deaths  from  all  causes  during  the  past  eleven  years=7’3.

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Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  these  diseases  for  each  of  the 
past  3 years  has  been  34  in  1905,  18  in  1906,  and  15  in  1907. 

During  the  past  year  8 were  due  to  Bronchitis  and  4 to 
Pneumonia. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  General  Sanitary  condition  of  the  District  has  been 
good  during  the  past  year  ; periodical  inspections  were  made 
by  both  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  myself,  and  a few 
conditions  injuriously  affecting  health  were  discovered,  each 
of  which  was  promptly  remedied.  » 

Heavitree  was  at  one  time  looked  upon  with  favour  as  a 
health  resort,  and  the  low  death-rate,  coupled  with  the 
scarcity  of  diseases  usually  associated  with  unsanitary  condi- 
tions, shows  that  it  still  has  just  as  much  claim  to  that  title. 

One  of  the  most  satisfactory  features  of  the  year  was  the 
reduction  in  the  rate  of  Infant  Mortality. 

House  Accommodation. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  estimated  to  the  middle 
of  1906  was  2225  and  about  120  void.  During  the  past  year 
there  were  “ about  20  small  dwellings”  erected,  bringing  the 
total  up  to  3365.  Plans  for  18  new  dwelling  houses  and  one 
school  were  approved  by  the  Council  in  1907.  This  new 
school,  planned  to  accommodate  700  children,  will  be  opened 
early  in  the  new  year. 

Although  the  school  accommodation  has  for  a long  time 
been  insufficient,  there  has  not  been  any  serious  overcrowding 
because  nearly  all  the  children  to  be  provided  for  are  now 
being  taught  in'  Exeter  schools. 

No  overcrowding  in  private  houses  has  been  reported,  and 
the  nuisances  arising  from  last  year’s  cases  have  been  abated. 

Four  old  houses  were  repaired  and  rendered  fit  for 
habitation. 
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All  new  dwelling-houses  are  provided  with  water  closets 
and  flushing  cisterns,  there  are  still  some  W.C.’s  in  the 
District  without  water  laid  on  for  flushing,  but  they  are 
steadily  diminishing,  and  a few  isolated  cottages  have  earth 
closets. 

House  Refuse  Removal. 

This  is  done  by  contract,  the  scavenger  to  call  once  a 
week  at  all  hoiul&^  twice  weekly  in  courts  and  alleys,  and  also 
twice  a week  f iftafc  all  houses  in  July  and  August. 

This  extra  collection  might,  with  advantage,  be  made 
twice  a week  all  the  year  round,  or  failing  this,  from  May 
to  September. 

Covers  for  the  refuse  carts  should  be  provided  ; the 
Exeter  scavengers  are,  rightly,  not  allowed  to  convey  refuse 
uncovered  through  Heavitree,  and  neither  should  the  Council’s 
Contractor  be  allowed  to  do  so. 

Water  Supply. 

The  majority  of  the  houses  are  supplied  with  water  from 
the  river  Exe,  but  several  cottages  still  use  Well  water.  No 
complaint  has  reached  me  regarding  either  the  quality  or 
quantity  of  the  water,  and  the  supply  is  not  cut  off  so 
frequently  at  inconvenient  times. 

Places  over  which  the  Council  have  Supervision. 

(i a ) Common  Lodging  Houses.  There  are  none  in  the  District. 

( b ) Bakehouses,  referred  to  later. 

( c ) Slaughter  Houses. — There  are  9 on  the  register.  All 
have  been  frequently  inspected  and,  on  the  whole,  cleanly 
kept.  As  the  water  used  in  one  of  the  houses  was  not  satisfac- 
tory, the  well  was  cleansed  and  the  surroundings  improved. 

( d ) Dairies,  Milk  Shops,  and  Cowsheds. 

Thirty-seven  Dairies  have  been  registered  and  three  Cow- 
sheds. The  dailies  I have,  almost  invariably,  found  in  good 
older.  In  two  instances,  through  the  owners  being  unwilling 
or  unable  to  provide  a larder,  meat  is  kept  in  the  milk  store. 
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In  some  cases  notice  was  served  on  the  occupiers  to  limewash 
cowsheds  and  to  remove  manure.  Several  samples  of  milk 
were  taken  for  analysis  and  none  found  below  the  required 
standard.  All  action  under  the  Food  and  Drugs’  Act  is  taken 
by  the  Police. 

FACTORY  and  WORKSHOPS  ACT. 

There  have  only  been  two  Workshops  added  to  the  list 
on  the  register  during  the  year. 

Several  work  places,  in  which  the  occupier  employs  no 
assistants,  have  been  inspected,  but  these  have  not  been 
registered. 

(i)  Sanitation.  (Sec.  2-8.) 

(a)  Cleanliness. — Speaking  generally,  the  Workshops  and 
Workplaces  have  been  kept  in  a cleanly  state,  only  7 defects 
were  found,  and  all  have  been  remedied. 

( b ) Air  space  and  Ventilation. — Good,  as  a rule. 

(c)  Overcrowding. — Nil. 

(d)  Drainage  of  Floors.-  No  defect  found. 

(e)  Sanitary  Accommodation. — Sufficient.  One  Workshop 
has  not  provided  separate  accommodation  for  sexes,  but  as 
there  are  only  six  workers  altogether,  this  has  not  caused  any 
inconvenience.  Section  22  of  the  Public  Health  Acts, 
Amendment  Act,  1890,  has  been  adopted  by  the  Council,  and 
no  Workshop  has  less  than  one  closet  for  20  workers. 

(2)  Bakehouses. 

There  are  no  underground  Bakehouses  in  the  District. 
The  retail  houses  number  7,  all  of  which  have  been  inspected 
and  kept  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  set  out  in 
sections  97 — 100,  as  regards  cleanliness,  position  of  sleeping 
places,  closets,  &c.  The  flour  lofts  in  connection  with  two 
were  found  defective  and  have  been  repaired. 

(3)  Home  Work. 

No  list  of  outworkers  has  been  received  from  employers 
in  the  District.  Two  lists  were  received  from  another  Council 
with  19  names,  but  only  11  workers  as  8 of  them  appeared  on 
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both  lists  ; the  Workrooms  when  inspected  were  found  satis- 
factory, and  in  no  instance  was  work  done  in  unwholesome  or 
infected  premises. 

Method  of  dealing  with  Infectious  Diseases. 

As  this  does  not  vary  every  year  I can  only  repeat  what 
was  stated  in  my  last  Report. 

When  a notification  of  Infectious  Disease  is  received  the 
infected  premises  are  at  once  inspected,  and  if  isolation  at 
home  be  impracticable  the  patient  is  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital ; if  the  case  be  isolated  at  home  the  house  is 
periodically  inspected  to  see  that  proper  precautions  are 
being  taken  to  prevent  spreading  of  the  disease.  After 
termination  of  illness,  or  removal  to  hospital,  the  rooms, 
clothing,  &c.,  are  disinfected  with  Sulphur  Dioxide  and  Jeyes’ 
Fluid,  and,  if  necessary,  the  bedding,  &c.,  are  treated  by 
Steam  Disinfector.  Children  from  an  infected  house  are  not 
allowed  to  attend  School. 

School  Teachers  are  asked  to  send  home  all  children 
suffering  from  suspicious  sore  throat  or  rash,  and  to  inform 
the  Sanitary  Authority.  Disinfectants  are  supplied  free  of 
charge  to  the  poor,  also  Anti-diphtheritic  serum;  and  sterilized 
swabs  and  bottles  are  provided  for  taking  specimens  for  bacter- 
iological examination.  On  receipt  of  voluntary  notification  of 
death  from  Phthisis  or  other  non-notifiable  infectious  disease 
among  the  poor,  I have  had  the  rooms  and  clothing  disinfected. 

It  has  been  said  that  Sulphur,  as  commonly  used,  is 
practically  useless  as  a disinfectant,  but  the  number  of 
secondary  cases  occurring  in  houses  that  had  been  recently 
treated  in  this  manner,  has  been. so  small  during  the  past  7 
years  that  I do  not  think  we  could  have  had  better  results  with 
any  other  agent. 

The  total  number  of  rooms  disinfected  by  the  Sanitary 
Authority  during  the  year  was  19. 
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FEVER  HOSPITAL. 

The  number  of  cases  treated,  including  those  remaining 
from  the  previous  year,  was  12  (against  26  in  1906.)  Of  these 
4 were  males  and  8 females,  and  all  were  discharged  cured. 

The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  cases  under 
treatment  and  number  discharged  each  month.

The  ages  of  those  admitted  during  the  year  were  from 
18  months  to  16  years,  average  years,  and  the  average 
duration  of  each  patient’s  stay  in  hospital  was  45*1  days 
(compared  with  45*5  in  1906.)  One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever 
was  admitted  during  the  period  of  desquamation.  This 
occurred  in  October,  and  was,  probably,  the  source  infec- 
tion for  the  others  that  were  notified  in  that  month.
